Twenty-eight men were killed or 
fatally injured and approximately 
245 others injured in an explosion 
of ammunition at the Naval Air 
Station here on September 17. The

The Senate Judiciary Committee 
voted unanimously today to in- 
vestigate the liquor _ industry. 
Chairman Van Nuys, Democrat, 
Indiana, predicted a “startliffg ex- 
pose”’ of what he called efforts of 
liquor monopolies to evade taxes 
and raise prices for hoarding huge 
stocks of whisky. 

The committee voted approval 
of a broad resolution by Senator 
Scrugham, Democrat, Nevada, for 
a subcommittee investigation of 
“business practices and  opera- 
tions” of the liquor industry. 

Van Nuys told reporters the in- 
quiry would start early next week 
'with the calling of big distillery 
officials for questioning as to why 
“the retail liquor market suddenly 
dried up” when “there is enough 
‘liquor in this country to last five 
or six years.” 

The resolution asks $10,000 of 
senate funds to finance the in- 
quiry, and while the expenditure 
must have the approval of the 
senate. Van Nuys said he antici- 
pated no difficulty on that score. 
_ He said that among other things, 
the distillers will be asked the

Beef Shortage 


Is Predicted 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—(#)— 
Spearheading an attack on the 
government $800,000,000 food 
subsidy program, a livestock in- 
dustry leader charged today that 
the subsidies are a form of 
“bribery d blackmail.” 

Coupled with this charge by 
Joe Montague, Fort Worth (Tex- 
as) attorney, was a prediction by 
another livestock spokesman, 
P. O. Wilson, of Chicago, that a 
continuation of present price reg- 
ulations will bring about an acute 
shortage of beef next year. 

Montague and Wilson were the 
first of a group of farm leaders 
to testify before the Senate Agri- 
culture Committee on proposals 
for expanding the subsidy pro- 
gram. 

Montague, general counsel for 
the Texas and Southern Cattle 
Raisers’ Association, told the com- 
mittee that he was convinced 
“complete and perpetyal control 
and dictatorship of every phase of 
our lives is desired by influences 
that are directing the government 
policies.” 

Wilson, explaining his predic- 
tion of a beef shortage, said that 
production next year will total 
only 5,800,000,000 pounds, about 
1,450,000,000 pounds less than this 
year and 2,875,000,000 pounds 
under 1942. 

He continued that the industry 
was not consulted before the gov- 
ernment recently set up its sys- 
tem of livestock price ceilings 
through the use bg subsidies. 


Australian Governorship 


For Duke of Gloucester 


LONDON, Nov. 16. —~ (4) — The 
Duke of Gloucester, youngest sur- 
viving brother of King George, 
will become governor-general of 
Australia next July, it was an- 
nounced today from Buckingham 
Palace. / 

The King approved the appoint- 
ment of his brother to succeed 
Lord Gowrie, whose term was 
scheduled to expire January 22, 
1944. The term was extended six 
months, however, when the Duke 
of Kent, the King’s youngest 
brother, who had been nominated 
to the post, was killed in an air- 
plane crash in August, 1942. .

Court toReview 


Ruling onRents 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—(?) 
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The supreme court today decided 
to review the constitutionality of 
government rent control regula- 
tions applying to the homes of 
more than 80,000,000 persons, and 
the issue of portal-to-portal pay 
for iron ore miners. 

The rent control controversy 
reached the tribunal on a Justice 
Department appeal from the mid- 
dle Georgia federal district court 
decision that the Office of Price 
Administration's rent program 
constitutes an unconstitutional 
delegation of congressional power. 

At the same time, the court 
without explanatfon declined to 
review another decision upholding 
the constitutionality -of the rent 
program. That ruling was made 
by the United States emergency 
court of appeals on regulations in 
the San Francisco area. 

. Merit Ruling. 

In acting on petitions for re- 
view, the supreme court does not 
rule on the merits of the case. 
Grantihg of a review means that | 


the case will be set for oral ar-} 


gument in a few weeks, after 
which a formal opinion will be 
delivered. 


In the  portal-to-portal pay 
case, the 5th federal circuit court | 
ruled that the ore miners are en- | 
titled to compensation under the | 
federal wage-hour act for the time | 
they spend in traveling from the | 
mine portal, or opening, to their | 
working places and back again. | 
The decision was cited by John 
L. Lewis’ United Mine Workers 
in demanding portal-to-portal pay 
for the nation’s soft coal miners. 

The challenge of the rent reg- 
ulations came from Mrs. Kate C. 
Willingham, of Macon, Ga., who 
was ordered to reduce rates on | 
dwellings bay oe she was renting | 
for the first time. | 

In an opinion setting forth rea- | 
sons for his decision, Judge Bas- 
com S. Deaver declared that ad- 
“apparent- 
ly regard the constitution as an 
outmoded instrument.” Wartime 
conditions, he said, do not “en- 
large constitutional power.” 

“The act of the OPA adminis- 
trator in designating the entire 
United States as defense-renta] 
areas affords an illustration of the 
dangerous tendency to assume and 
exerise powers never intended 
by congress to be granted or by 
the constitution to be exercised,” 
the jurist said. 

Under the emergency price con- 
trol act, Judge Deaver added, the 
OPA fixes rents “without notice 
or hearing and without express 
findings of facts.” Thus, he de- 
clared, the standard is not what 
congress thinks “would be fair 
and equitable but what the ad- 
ministrator in his uncontrolled 
discretion thinks would be fair 
and equitable.” 

Firms Appeal. 

The portal-to-portal pay deci- 
sion. was carried to the supreme 
court by the Tennessee Coal, Iron 
and Ra#road Company, Sloss- 
Sheffield Steel and.Iron Com- 
pany, and Republic Steel Corpora- 
tion who employ about 6,000 ore 
miners in 13 mines in Alabama. 

The circuit court ruled that all 
time spent underground except 
the lunch period “is in and of it- 
self worktime” under the wage- 
hour act. The companies contend- 
ed the decision forced employes 
and employers “to adopt a con- 
struction of the words ‘work’ and 
‘work week’ radically different” 
from the practice followed for 
yeats in the iron ore industry. 

The Justice Department sup- 
ported the circuit court’s ruling. 
declaring that the facts showed 
that “the miners are not only em- 
ployed during underground travel 
but are engaged in hard work.”

“The law 
makes it plain that the federal gov- 
ernment is not sanctioning the sale 
of liquor or anything else in oppo- 
sition to state or local laws. It 
says payment of this tax for carry- 
ing on any business shall not be 
held to exempt any person from 
any penalty or punishment pro- 
vided by the laws of any state for 
carrying on the same within such 
store.” 
60-Day Probation. 

Fingerprints of non-Georgians 
seeking liquor licenses will be re- 
quired under Cook’s new order to 
C. A. Gillespie, director of the 
state revenue department’s alcohol 
tax and control unit. Persons who 
have not resided in Georgia contin- 
uously for 10 years prior to mak- 
ing application must be finger- 
printed by the Georgia Bureau of 
Investigation. This will give the 
state a check against licensing 
criminals from other states. 

Gillespie will place new appli- 
cants on 60-day probation. Dur- 
ing this time the applicant must 
furnish a certificate from the 
superior court clerk of the county 
in which he has lived during the 
preceding 10 years that there is 
no court record against him in 
which he has pleaded guilty to 
or been convicted of a crime in- 
volving moral turpitude, the pro- 
hibition or local option liquor 
laws. 

While the revenue department 
seeks co-operation of the federal 
government, and obtains aid from 
the GBI and state patrol, its own 
agents will volunteer their serv- 
ices to all local enforcement offi- 
cials in every dry county, Cook 
said. In the wet counties, the 
agents will make periodic checks 
on dealers with state licenses. 

Pledges Assistance. 

In his new orders to Gillespie, 
Cook assured him of adequate per- 
sonnel to carry out the program. 

“I have arranged with Major 
C. A. Williams, director of the 
department of public safety, to 
augment your enforcement activi- 
ties by making available to you 
at all times the assistance of the 
state troopers and the personnel 
of the Georgia Bureau of Investi- 
gation,” the commissioner said. 

Cook said the new program 
means that the state revenue de- 
partment is moving into the field 
of enforcement of the liquor laws 
in 1944 as far and as effectively 
as the law itself permits. 

As the department moved to- 
ward sterner enforcement of the 
liquor laws, Gillespie yesterday 
cited three Atlantans and nine 
other Georgians to show cause 
why their state licenses should not 
be revoked.

Atlantans, who will be granted 
a hearing November 23, include 
J. C. Garner, of “77 or 79 Forsyth 
street;” Millard Hayes, of 251 
Peters street,| and Melvin Pazol, 
of 145 Auburn avenue.

Blast Sofia Railway Yards 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Al- 
giers, Nov. 15.—(#)—Two waves 
of American medium bombers, es- 
corted by fighters, smashed rail- 
way yards in the heart of Sofia, 
Bulgaria, yesterday in what an 
official Allied announcement term- 
ed the “successful opening of the 
Balkan offensive.” 

Official reports of the assault 
on Sofia—the first direct blow at 
Bulgaria since that country declar- 
ed war on the United States De- 
cember 13, 1941—described the 
bombing as “extremely accurate,” 
with the Mitchells laying thou- 
sands of pounds of explosives 
squarely on locomotive repair 
shops, car assembly shops, a main- 
line depot and acres of trackage. 

The Italy-based bombers and 
their Lightning escorts shot down 
nine of approximately 24 Nazi 
fighters that engaged them in a 
fierce battle over the target. The 
raid on the Bulgarian capital came 
as the Germans were reported 
using all available rail routes to 
rush men and supplies south for 
the fighting in the Dodecanese 
islands. 

“Through this immensely im- 
portant rail center, German sup- 
plies are transported to Greece 
and down into the islands of the 
Aegean and also to the western 
Balkans,” an Allied announcement 
said. “The Sofia railway yards 
link up with rail routes through 
Hungary, Rumania and Bulgaria, 
and congestion at Sofia would 
have the effect of dislocating traf- 


fic over the whole Balkan rail 
system.” 

According to a story—not guar- 
anteed as to accuracy—going the 
rounds here, the raid on Sofia car- 
ried aerial warfare back to its 
birthplace. 

In the Balkan war of 1912, this 
story goes, the Bulgarian army 
sent a primitive plane over a 
Turkish munitions dump. The pi- 
lot first burst a can of gasoline 
on the dump, and then dropped 
flares to ignite the fuel. That was 
said to have been the first effec- 
tive “bombing” in warfare.

As long as President General Pedro Ramirez 
and his clique of Nazi henchmen remain in 
control of Argentina, that nation—the only 
one on this side of the Atlantic that is friendly 
to the Axis—will continue to be faithful to 
Adolf Hitler and a menace to civilization. 

This was made clear in a recent statement 
made by Ramirez, who acknowledges that “un- 
doubtedly a great majority of Argentine people 
favor victory of nations defending the demo- 
cratic cause,” but assumes to speak for the 
entire nation by asserting that “the same 
people are not desirous of breaking relations 
with any nation which has not injured, offend- 
ed or damaged Argentina.” 

While other Latin-American nations have 
ousted all known Nazi spies and Fifth Column- 
ists, Argentina has made them welcome, mak- 
ing no effort to curb their activities against 
the United Nations. Why this course is follow- 
ed is any one’s guess; it would be remarkable 
if all of the money spent by the Nazis in 
Argentina failed to reach individuals in power. 

Britain, the United States and many other 
‘nations in the Allied list continue to import 
Argentine meats and other products; it would 
be interesting to observe how “a great majority 
of Argentine people who favor victory of

submarines have sunk so many Japanese ships 
off the China coast shipments of*rice from 
Bangkok and Saigon to Japanese-occupied 
Hong Kong, Canton, Swatow and the Japanese 
mainland have dropped until the shortages in 
this staple food have reached a distressing 
point. 

To relieve this condition China’s Hunan 
province, long eyed by the Japanese as a rice- 
stocked larder, is again the scene of hard 
fighting, with the invaders trying to get their 
stalled drive rolling from Lake Tung Ting in 
the north.

Auto Tire Situation 

Although the nation’s completed synthetic 
rubber plants have a rated annual capacity of 
646.000 long tons of rubber, some 200,000 tons 
short of the goal set, there will be few new 
tires for the average motorist in the next nine 
months, it is revealed in a report just made 
on the tire situation by Rubber Director Brad- 
ley Dewey, who says no one need worry about 
the country’s ability to produce synthetic rub- 
ber; but that there is not enough as yet to 
supply the demand. A 

The armed forces have increased their de- 
mands for heavy duty, combat and airplane 
tires in recent months, and the increase is 
expected to continue as more planes and com- 
bat motor machines are brought into service. 
Coupled with this is a distressing manpower 
shortage, which makes it difficult to man the 
existing tire-building machines. 

Dewey reports the output of butyl syn- 
thetic, superior to natural rubber for inner 
tubes, has been but that all

disappointing, 


plants for production of neoprene, the syn- 
thetic used for girdles, suspenders and garters, 
are completed and are considered among the 
most successful parts of the entire rubber 


program. 


Growth of Aluminum 

When the rearmament program began in 
1940 the United States produced a limited 
amount of aluminum which was used in the 
manufacture of various articles of industry, 
a small quantity going to the production of 
airplanes. President Roosevelt had set a goal 
of 50,000 planes per year, but the aluminum 
fabricating equipment then in use could not 
be converted to military production, so a bil- 
lion-dollar. fabricating plant system was built 
from the ground up. Plane production was 
stepped up from a few dozen per month to 
a record of 8,300 units built in October, 1943. 

Arthur H. Bunker, director of the aluminum 
and magnesium division of the War Production 
Board, estimated the following increases for 
1943, as compared with 1939: Domestic baux- 
ite, 1,200 per cent; aluminum tubing, 1,300; 
aluminum sheets, 700; aluminum rod and wire, 
1,200; extruded shapes, 1,000; aluminum forg- 
ings, 4,500 per cent. Aluminum supplies for 
the fourth quarter of 1943 were set at 87l,- 
200,000 pounds, almost 100,000,000 pounds in 
excess of the 774,000,000 pounds required. 

Employment in the industry has grown 
from 30,000 in 1939 to 200,000 in 1943, and 
Bunker reported the only headache remaining 
in the light metals picture was shortage of 
labor. The growth in the aluminum indus- 
try is a demonstration of what the United 
States is capable of when called upon for 


herculean effort.

Cigars and Cigarettes 

A nation-wide survey conducted by the 
Associated Press last week indicates the short- 
age of low-priced cigars and many brands of 
cigarettes is likely to become more acute in 
the not-distant future. The cause is not the 
slight decrease in tobacco production, but lack 
of sufficient factory workmen, supplemented 
by early Christmas buying and heavy over- 
seas shipments. 

Little shortage of pipe tobacco was report- 
ed, so if the shortage of cigars and cigarettes 
becomes more acute, as many tobacco men 
report, there will be a heavy demand for pipes 
in the near future. Wholesalers throughout 
the country reported manufacturers of popular 
brands of cigarettes were limiting consignments 
to 20 or 30 per cent less than those of July and 
August, the smallest business months of the 
year. 

Reports of a noticeable scarcity of certain 
brands of cigarettes came from nearly a score 
of kéy cities, including Atldnta, and a general 
limitation of sales was reported from some 
of them, while others were rationing sales of 
both cigars and cigarettes. 

Severe lack of inexpensive cigars was re- 
ported from all parts of the nation, an Atlanta 
wholesaler saying “many cheaper brands of 
cigars have been discontinued or gone into 
the higher-priced field,” attributing the situa- 
tion to lack of skilled labor, heavy consumer 
demand and lend-lease shipments.

THE WORLD TODAY 
By PERTINAX. * 
WANING NAZI STRENGTH WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—Im- 


pressive figures are available 
here about the fast-diminishing strength of the German air force, 
which, in the opinion of competent sources, goes far toward explain- 
ing the present plight of Hitler’s armies in Russia. At the present 
moment, incredible as it may sound, the German command has not 
at its disposal more than 400 fighters in the eastern theater of oper- 
ations. 

It keeps about 800 fighters in readiness to face combined attacks 
by British and American air forces in the west. In Italy the Allies 
may have to deal with approximately 200 German fighters. While, 
last spring, some 2,500 war planes were reported to be turned out 
monthly by German factories, the figure has dropped today to 1,000, 
or even less, as the outcome of the blows. struck from the air at 
German war industries. 

Marshal Stalin, in his November 6 speech, declared that 257 
German divisions were fighting today on the eastern front and he 
passed the remark that “the worsehed quality of those divisions 
could not be compensated by increased numbers.” Competent ob- 
servers here believe that many of those German divisions are very 
weak indeed, with effectives of 7,000 or 8,000 men in each division, 
and that the German tanks in operation now are 50 per cent of the 
1942 contingent. Those facts are interesting to record because, ac- 
cording to the same informant, they justify the assertion of many 
that the end of the German retreat cannot be seen. The Red army 
has a good chance to be in Rumanian territory by Christmas. 
TOP. DEVELOPMENT The unbroken German retreat over- 

shadows all other developments in 
the war picture and, trom day to day, the military and political 
discussions in progress between the Allied governments reflect its 
possibilities. Definite examples can be quoted in support of that 
view. 

The eagerness evidenced in Moscow to tighten up the bond of 
alliance with the British and American governments is accounted 
for, at any rate in part, by Marshal Stalin’s realization that the 
German power is shaken to its foundations and that the conclusion 
of a full agreement concerning war and peace by Russia, England 
and the United States of America may well overwhelm the morale 
of the German leaders. 

It has been explained in some press articles lately that, hence- 
forward, the military operations in Italy were to be regarded as of 
secondary importance since Allied strategy was shifting westward 
in preparation for the “second front” which Marshal Stalin and his 
advisers have sO long demanded. However, on the Russian as well 
as on the British side, great stress is being laid on the necessity 
of proceeding with the offensive in Italy at the same tempo as 
before and of not letting it relax. On no condition, it is explained, 
must the Germans be allowed a respite of some weeks or months, 

And it is added that, south of Rome, the German command can- 
not put in line much more than 12 or 13 divisions (five of inferior 
quality), the balance of its forces in the peninsula being kept busy 
elsewhere. Four or five divisions, east of Trieste, have to deal with 
the Partisans of General Josip Broz (Tito) and six or seven divi- 
sions remain stationed in northern and central Italy for police work. 


PONTINE MARSHES FLOODED The Pontine marshes (from 


Velletri to Terracina) bid 
fair to be real obstacles in the way of the Allied commanders. 
Those marshes were drained and reclaimed during the Fascist era 
but the waters are no longer controlled and the whole country is 
flooded again. However, the experts’ estimate is that the obstacle 
can be turned. 

Again, in the Balkan peninsula, encouragement is being given 
by the British authorities to all the contending factions making war 
on the Nazis, and those authorities do not pay great attention to the 
political aftermath of the position won by Tito’s Partisans, because 
they have only one purpose in mind: to compel the Germans to 
reinforce their 20-odd divisions in that area and to cause the Ger- 
man military structure to bend to the breaking point. 

The more drastic policy enforced by the British ministry of 
economic warfare is another case in point. Loud complaints can 
be heard in the few neutral countries still in existence about the 
redoubled harshness of British requests in relation to the blockade 
of Germany. To all questions put on that account always the same 
answer is being returned: the German retreat in Russia brings forth 


an opportunity to be exploited unremittingly.

From Kansas City. 

Georgians should be specially 
interested in an editorial which 
appeared in the Kansas City Star 
last Friday.

_ “In Georgia as in Kansas City 
it seems that the people have 
walked right off and left their 
old-time politicians beating the 
wind, A visitor in Kansas City 
this week was Ellis Gibbs Arnall, 
the 36-year-old Governor of Geor- 
gia who sent Talmadge back to 
the red hills. He is one of another 
generation of men, a generation 
that believes the people want 
something for their money. He re- 
ports that his administration is 
cleaning up the state of Georgia 
with such solid backing that its 
legislature acts almost as fast as 
the Governor can sign his name. 
His program promises to pay off 
Talmadge’s 36-million-dollar debt 
in four years in spite of a big tax 
cut. The state educational insti- 
tutions are back in the top rank. 
The Georgia penal system is 
changing from the nation’s pest 
hole to something that hopes to 
be a national model. 

“The worst fire on Talmadge 
came from his dumb-headed 
wrecking of the state educational 
institutions. He thought he could 
count on his ‘wool hat’ boys in 
a campaign of ridiculing educa- 
tion. He derided the people who 
wanted to ruin their boys with 
college education. It was the an- 
swer of a man who had lost his 
public. They didn’t yell; they 
voted for Arnall, at least enough 
of them, Talmadge had overlook- 
ed the little detail that the 
American people believe in edu- 
cation and hope to send their chil- 
dren to college if they can manage 
it. He failed to bring out a bitter 
proletarian class in Georgia.

So, I telephoned his draft board and found they had sent him 
out once and the induction center had turned him down. I tele- 
phoned the induction center and they said if he would get a letter 
from his judge saying that the sentence for vagrancy would be 
suspended if, and when, the registrant was inducted, they would 
examine him and take him if he were to pass the examination. 

So, I telephoned the judge and he was very nice. 

I telephoned the draft board. 

I notified the registrant. 

That was all. Silence reigned until yesterday morning. Over 
my fourth cup of coffee I reached the next-to-the-last page of The 
Constitution. I reached the last column. There was a story headed, 
“Solution Near in Ration Theft.’”” I read it. Barney Berry, the 
story said, was under arrest charged with theft of ration books 
worth several million dollars of gasoline. Barney, if guilty, was 
part of a black market scheme to deprive the Army and Navy— 
and honest civilians—of gasoline. 

Yes—you’ve guessed it. Barney was the young man with a 
“slight case of burglary” against him who had sold himself to us 
as a young man who wanted to go straight and serve his country. 

I telephoned Mr. Martin.

Now it turns out he is the first to get caught 
in what looks to be some major sort of conspiracy to burgle gaso- 
line coupons and carry on a rather large black market in gas. For 
a long time I have been hearing that if a fellow wanted to poke 
around, he could buy all the gas tickets he wanted at 10 cents each.

We know pardons were for sale. Paroles may not 
have been for sale but the Governor's office could exert a lot of 
pressure on paroles.

The fact remains they were issued without much direction and 
without much reason. 

The result was what might have been expected. Almost all of 
them, like Barney, came back to jail. That was why Georgia’s 
prisons had the greatest percentage of repeaters of any prison in 
the nation. 

One of the finest things Governor Ellis Arnall and thé legislature 
did was to bring about an abolition of the notorious and vicious 
pardon and parole racket. 

The present board has paroled men and women. They are not 
coming back. They are making good. 

As soon as it becomes possible to install machinery and voca- 
tional instruction (and this will require months), the men can 
come out with knowledge of how to do a job. Then we must have 
a committee of men and women who will arrange for jobs, strictly 
on the basis of the man’s knowledge and record, so that he, or she, 
will go directly into a job. 

We don't want a lot of futile and helpless Barneys, fresh meat 
for shyster lawyers and stool pigeons, getting out and having abso- 
lutely nothing to do but wander dumbly back into jail again.

THE GOLDEN ISLES. 

Editor, Constitution: In recent 
copies of your paper was glad to 
see at last some public discussion 
of Georgia’s sea islands and their 
gradual purchase for private use. 
That subject has interested the 
writer of this letter ever since 1938, 
when I happened to be editor of a 
weekly newspaper at St. Simons 
Island. 

Many Georgians have long real- 
ized the need for a public park on 
Georgia’s Atlantic coast. Of the 
nine famous Golden Isles, only 
two, St. Simons and Tybee, can be 
called “public” in any real sense. 
All the others were, when I left 
Georgia, owned by individuals, 
small groups or organizations. 

Jekyll now owned by the Jekyl! 
Island Club, was for 93 years the 
property of the du Bignon family. 
In 1886 the club members bought 
it for their own use and that of 
their descendants, and thus it has 
remained secluded, exclusive. In 
case anyone is interested in join- 
ing the club is not. 

Cumberland has long been in the 
family of Thomas Carnegie: St. 
Catherine’s has gone from fami- 
ly to family. According to Mar- 
garet Davis Cate authority on 
coastal Georgia “. . this island 
was owned by the Walburg fami- 
ly, by the Rodriguez family and 
by the Rauers family, who have 
recently sold it to Mr. and Mrs. 
Clement M. Keyes. . . This has 
now gone back to the Rauers fam- 
ily” (of Savannah). 

Sapeloe was bought in 1788 by 
a group of five Frenchmen. One, 
De Boeufeillet, later sold it to 
Thomas Spalding. Finally, How- 
ard Coffin bought it, later selling 
it to Richard J. Reynolds, of the 
North Carolina tobacco family. 
Mr. Coffin also purchased Glynn 
Island from which Redfern took 
off on his flight. This is now 
Sea Island, perhaps the most wide- 
ly known of Georgia’s Golden 
Isles today.

Troubleshooter 


Is in Lebanon 


CAIRO, Nov. 15.—(47—General 
Georges Catroux, ace trouble-shoot- 
er for the Fighting French, arrived 
in Beirut tonight empowered to 


make peace with the Lebanese in 
the name of the French Committee 
of National Liberation after being 
bluntly told by the British to set- 
tle the dispute quickly. - 

While the French kept prétest- 
ing that the situation was exagger- 
ated, the British made it clear that 
they regarded the flareup as seri- 
ous in an area militarily strategic 
and politically important in view 
@f the Arab situation. 


Emile Eddeh, former Lebanese 
president, was variously reported 
to have formed a temporary gov- 
ernment, but the Arab news 
agency at Cairo said he had failed 
in such an attempt. 

The London press adopted the 
attitude that Britain had no desire 
to enter formally into the dispute, 
but would not hesitate if Catroux 
did not act immediately. Catroux, 
who played an important part in 
bringing Generals Charles de 
Gaulle and Henri Giraud together, 
is highly regarded in London both 
as an administrator and as a per- 
son well acquainted with the Mos- 
lem world. 

Expressions of fear that the out- 
break in Lebanon might spread to 
adjoining Syria were heard, but a 
French communique asserted that 
an effort by Lebanese deputies to 
have Syria tntervene in their favor 
had failed.

Seen as ‘Out’ in 


LONDON, Nov. 15.—(#)—The 
recent flurry of German “secret 
weaporr’ stories — the latest a 


Stockholm report of a rocket-pro- 


pelled bomber—is regarded here 


as a maneuver by the Nazis to ex- 
tricate themgelves from a difficult 
propaganda tangle into which the 
Allied air attacks have landed 
them. 

As authoritatively traced, the 
German propagandists entangled 
themselves this way: 

When the bombing of Germany 
began, the Nazis said they did not 
amount to much. People outside 
of the bombed places had no im- 
mediate way of learning the facts. 

But when the Allies started 
bombing the occupied countries, 
the Germans reversed their tune 
in an effort to arouse the subject- 
ed peoples against the Allies, and 
exaggerated the effects of the 
bombing. 

Then obliteration raids on the 
Reich began with results which 
could not be concealed because the 
nation’s economy was jarred and 
the migration of many thousands 
of people was necessitated. 

The home propaganda policy 
was then reversed to that in the 
oceupied countries.. 

The German people became so 
frightened, however, that instead 
of being encouraged, they became 
increasingly alarmed.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—() 
Secretary of State Hull asked 


Americans today to accept as their 
non-political foreign policy the 
charter of international unity laid 
down in the Moscow pact, a docu- 
ment he termed free from secret 
commitments. 

The people, he said at a press 
conference in which he made his 
first public report on the Moscow 
meeting, must carry forward the 
program of international co-opera- 
tion for peace established at the 
American-British-Russian discus- 
sions last month, or they will have 
no program. 

A reporter asked if he believed 
foreign policy should be taken out 
of politics, and he replied af- 
firmatively. For a year, the sec- 
retary reported, he has been 
working toward a united foreign 
policy by conferring with leaders 
of all parties. 


Bi-Partisan Approval. 


There has been generally bi-’ 


partisan approval in congress of 
the Moscow agreement. Hull is to 
address a joint session of the 
house and senate Thursday at 
noon, and in commenting on this 
today Senator Lucas, Democrat, 
Illinois, said, “I think his appear- 
ance will demonstrate the solid- 
arity of American peace aims.’ 
Lucas could recall no other occa- 
sion in history when ® cabinet 
member was invited to make such 
an nppenTen, 

Among othe? points mentioned 
by Mr. Hull in his hour-long and 
unusually informal meeting with 
the press: 

1. He is confident that the 
sound view of the American pub- 
lic is for creation of agencies to 
insure national security and world 
order under law. 

Unity Declaration. 

2. The war-and-peace unity dec- 
laration of Moscow came about 
because each country, America, 
Russia, Britain and China, wants 
to abandon isobkationism for sane 
international principles. 

He indicated that as one result 
of his conference with political 
leaders here, he was able to speak 
for this*country at Moscow with 
the feeling that the American peo- 
ple were agreed to back up 
pledges of co-operation in peace as 
well as in war. 

3. Without letting down on the 
fullest prosecution of the war, 
Hull said, the time is here to pay 
attention to maintaining peace un- 
less we are to run the serious risk 
of utter confusion at a later stage. 

4. The declaration of theg Mos- 
cow conferees that Italians will 
have a chance to choose freely 
their own Fascist-purged govern- 
ment is regarded as a formula for 
the treatment of all nations still 
to be liberated from Axis oppres- 
sion.

Keyed to the central theme of 
“Baptists and Today's World,” the 
122d annual session of the Georgia 
Baptist Convention will be called 
to order at 10 a. m. by Dr. Freder- 


ick S. Porter, president, Columbus, 
in the First Baptist church, Peach- 
tree and Fourth streets. 

Dr. L. G. Cleverdon, pastor of 
the First Baptist church, Savan- 
nah, will conduct the opening pe- 

riod of worship. The Rev. Gaither 
Briggs, Jackson, will lead the sing: 
ing, with Ray Smathers at the 
organ 

Dr. wW. A. Taliaferro, Blue Ridge, 
will submit the order of business, 
after which the convention will 
elect its officers for another year, 
welcome new pastors, and intro- 
duce Army and Navy chaplains 
who may be present as visitors. 

Convention Sermon, 

Dr. R. C. Gresham, pastor of the 
First Baptist church, Moultrie, will 
deliter the convention sermon at 
11:40 a. m. as the closing feature 
of the morning session. 

This afternoon two important 
committee reports will be heard 
and discussed. Dr. James W. Mer- 
ritt will present the report of the 
convention's executive board, and 
Dr. Wilburn S. Smith will present 
the report on Christian education. 

At 4 p. m., Dr. E. D. Head, presi- 
dent of the Southwestern Baptist 
Theological Seminary, will deliver 
the first of a series of special ad- 
dresses during the convention by 
visiting speakers. Dr. Head’s sub- 
ject, stemming from the general 
theme of “Baptists in Today's 
World,” will be “Baptists and the 
World's Youth.” 

Reports on state missions, in- 
cluding the work: of the women, 
the Sunday schools, the young peo- 
ple, evangelism, student work and 
the book store; and the special 
committee on rural work, Dr. 
Henry Melton, chairman, will be 
heard tonight. 

Dr. Pat M. Neff, president of the 
Southern Baptist Convention, will 
be the night speaker, having for 
his subject, “Baptists and Religious 
Liberty.” Dr. Neff will speak at 
8:30 p. m. 

Executive Report. 

Commenting on the report of 
the executive board, Secretary 
James W. Merritt said last night: 

“Not only in the matter of gifts, 
but in every phase of the life of 
Georgia Baptists there is caaeeel 
an unprecedented spirit of prog- 
ress. I predict that the fina) fig- 
ures for the year will reveal the 
most constructive single year in 
the life of our people. 

“Dislocations, due to the war, 
have made their inroads on the 


work of the churches but we are 


reminded that it is in eras of crisis 
that Christianity has always been 
fevealed as the one sure way of 
life by which men may confident- 
ly live.” 

Postwar planning in rural and 
urban church work will claim the 
attention of the convention, based 
on the program of the churches to 
carry forward now their commit- 
ments to the consuming purpose 
of worthily winning the struggle 
for the four freedoms. 

Missionary Theme, 

Tomorrow's sessions will lend 
emphasis to vital themes having to 
do with the missionary enterprises 
of the denomination, and with s0- 
cial and moral issues incident to 
the world upheaval. 

The convention will end its 
streamlined program tomorrow 
night with an address by Dr. J. B. 
Lawrence, secretary of the Home 
Mission Board of the Southern 
Baptist Convention, on “Lengthen- 
ing the Cords and Strengthening 
the Stakes.” Other special speak- 
ers will include Dr. M. L. Brittain, 
president of the Georgia School of 
Technology: Dr. C. Oscar Johnson, 
St. Louis: Mrs. J. M. Dawson, 
Waco, Texas, and Dr. Everritt Gill, 
superintendent of Southern Bap- 
tist work in Latin America.

M. Neff is always 
a good story. I could write a 
dozen human interest stories 
about this man at one sitting. He 
will get in town this noon from 
his home in Waco, Texas, and 
will be the principal speaker at 
the Baptist Convention at 8:30 
p. m. today at the First Baptist 
church. He is president of Bay- 
lor University, the largest Baptist 
university in North America, and 
I guess that means in the world. 
He is also president of the South- 
ern Baptist Convention, the larg- 
est single body of Baptists in the 
world. 

He served two terms ag gov- 
ernor of Texas, after which he 
was called to Washington to serve 
as a member of the United States 
Board of Mediation. Returning to 
Texas, he was named chairman 
of the state’s railroad commission, 
and in 1932 he was elected pres- 
ident of his alma mater, Baylor 
University. 

But you would have to fill 
several columns in telling of his 
achievements prior to his gover- 
norship of the empire of Texas. 
Indeed, if you start in on the life 
story of this illustrious American 
you must bégin somewhere back 
there on that Texas ranch when 
a barefoot boy read something 
that Bill Arp had written in The 
Constitution about a speech of 
Henry W. Grady'’s on education, 
and from that eventful day in the 
country boy’s life stems a _ ro- 
mance of how the spark of worthy 
ambition may yet flame into true 
greatness. 


The convention preacher, Dr. 
R. C. “Dick” Gresham, is another 
good story. Dr. Gresham will give

the sermon at 11:40 a. m. today. 
I first met Dick at Mercer, when 
he was manager of the football 
team. He knew how to keep 
everybody on the team and off 
the team in a good humor, and 
he has been doing just that for 
this more than a quarter of cen- 
tury since he left the campus for 
the wider horizons of life’s en- 
gaging games. Pastor now for 
some years of the First Baptist 
church, Moultrie, Dick is also 
president of the Baptist Training 
Union Convention of Georgia, rep- 
resenting a quarter of a million 
of Georgia’s choice youth. 


Dr. Eldred Douglas Head, who 
will speak at 4 p. m. today on 
“Baptists and the World’s Youth,” 
is president of the Southwestern 
Baptist Theological Seminary, 
Fort Worth, Texas. He is a Lou- 
isianian, a graduate of Baylor 
University, and before his elec- 
tion to the presidency of the sem- 
inary he was pastor of one of 
the largest Baptist churches in 
the nation, the First Baptist 
church, Houston. 


Dr. B. D. Ragsdale has been 
secretary of the convention since 
1896—the longest continuous term 
of service of any official in the 
history of the convention. Dr. 
Ragsdale is the official historian 
of the convention, and has writ- 
ten several volumes in which he 
has put to permanent record the 
history of Georgia Baptists.

colleges and universities, 
churches, civic clubs, radio. She 
knows in a first-hand way what 
“goes over” and why. In this 
book she shares her authorita- 
tive knowledge with all those 
who wish to apply the forum 
technique to the problems of a 
war-torn world. 

Miss Woodward’s command 
of the Socratic method ante- 
dates her work as Georgia 
Forum director. When editor 
and publisher of the Vienna 
News, she first began to appre- 
ciate the values of a plan which 
has come to be almost synony- 
mous with her name. Recog- 
nized by her fellow journalists 
and elected the first- woman 
president of the Georgia Press 
Association, she applied the 


seventeen years has been a 
growing force in the welfare of 
journalism and public affairs. 

In 1936, Miss Woodward's

Holbrook doesn’t stop with 
the mere historical @vent, he 
goes farther and shows how 
these fires,” striking in every 
part of the United States, have 
led to better care of the forests; 
shows how Cloquet, completely 
destroyed, did not die but lived 
again to develop into one of the 
leading forestry-minded cities in 
the country; how much of the

On the average, the work we do 
doesn’t effectively tone the mid- 
section muscles. Housework cer- 
tainly doesn’t. Almost all of it is 
done with the hands, arms and 
legs. And office work—writing, 
too—is mostly done with the hands 
and, we like to think, with the 
head. But, all in all, the muscles 
that help a girl to keep her figure 
miss out and as time goes on, so 
does the spreading. 

The biggest drawback to exer- 
cise is purely mental. The aver- 
age woman has the fixed notion 
that reclaiming her figure is going 
to be a project. But it is so much 
easier than she expects! Just a 
little exercise does a lot. I hope 
I’ve sold you. 

If you are an office worker and 
grimly determined not to get up 
early to exercise, here is a trio 
you can ta in bed, while you 
are day-dreaming about getting up. 

1. Kick the pillow down under 
your feet so that they are slightly 
elevated. From that position—you 
are lying on your back, of course 
—bring alternate knees to chest, 
clasping hands about the knee to 
give the leg an extra tug and to 
more strongly contract the lower 
abdomnal muscles. 

2. From that same starting posi- 
tion, with both feet resting com- 
fortably on the pillow, swing alter- 
nate legs straight up from the hips 
toaright angle. Again, concentrate 
on pulling up and in with the 
lower abdominal muscles as you 
swing the legs. 

3. Toss the pillow out of the 
way, tuck your feet under the 
blanket at the foot of the bed to 
help you keep them down, stretch 
your arms up overhead on the 
mattress—if there is room, and if 
not, clasp hands back of head— 
and by sheer power of your stom- 
ach muscles come up to sitting po- 
sition. Stretch arms overhead, pull 
slim through the midriff, and 
reach over and touch your toes. 
Stretch up again and lower to mat- 
tress. Three times will be enough 
for that, but you can gradually 
increase the count. Add one every 
second day until you are up to 15, 

The first thing in the morning is 
no time for the housewife to ex- 
ercise. You are much more apt 
to do your exercises after the fam- 
ily is off to work and school. But 
the same trio will put a stop to 
the middle-age spreading and keep 
you trim. You will get better re- 
sults by taking them on the floor 
with the feet elévated to a chair 
seat for the first two and with 
feet tucked under the chair for 
.the last one. 

Tomorrow we will go into the 
posture rules that keep you slim 
through the middle.
